Columbus, Nov. 1.—Beheaded by 


the Turkish government in August 
was the fate of Prof. A. G. Sivaslian, 
head of the Mathematics department 
of the American Anatolia College in 
Marsovan, Asiatic Turkey, according 
to a letter received by Constantino- 
ple Demos, Greek senior civil engi- 
neering student at Ohio State Uni- 
versity from his brother at Harvard. 
The Harvard student got the report 
from two Greek professors 
of 
the 


Marsovan college who had just ar- 
rived in Boston. 
Strict government 


censorship had kept the news of Ins 
execution secret. The professor says 
that four other instructors had been 
beheaded also. 


Two sons of Professor 
Sivaslian 


attended Ohio State. H. A. Sivalian 
was graduated in civil 
engineering 


in 1910, and is now working in Ak- 
ron. 
The other, Edward 
Sivaslian 


took the short course in architecture 
several years ago, and is now in Co- 
shocton. 
One nephew, J. K Suas- 


lian, graduated from the college ol 
agriculture in 1914 and is located at 
the 
Ohio 
Experiment station 
in 


Wooster. 
Another 
nephew 
Karl 


Sivasliau conducts a 
little 
candy 


store in Columbus. 


Prof. Sivaslian visited the United 


States five years ago on a leave of 
absence. 
He spent several days at 


the University and became acquaint- 
ed with many of the Ohio State pro- 
fessors. 


Although all Armenians have been

Marsovan to Constantinople, the two 
professors told that they saw 50,000 
deported Armenians, who were slow- 
ly starving to death. 


The professors were not molested 


in their journey because they were 
Greeks, but three Armenians 
with 


them were seized and summarily ex- 
ecuted, they allege.

The Carranza outposts opened fire, 


then fell back to the trenches sur- 
rounding the (Mexican town. 
Villa 


moved his entire forces, estimated 
at about 10,000 men, under cover of

Smelter smoke. 
The first clash oc- 


urred about three miles

Dawn today disclosed the fact that 


General Villa's forces had moved to 
Agua Prieta during the night for 
their expected attack on the Carran-

NISH NOW IS 
MENACED 


By Bulgarians More Sen- 


ously Than By Austro- 
Gennans — British Now 
Showing More Activity In 
Dardanelles—Russian Ex- 
peditionary Force Not. 
Heard From Recently.

London, 
Nov. 1.—The British 


troops in the Balkans, whose move- 
ments have been kept secret since 
they poured into Saloniki, prepared 
to rush through Greece to the as- 
sistance of Siberia, are now in the 
trenches with their Balkan allies, at 
grips with Bulgaria just across tha 
frontier 
near 
Strumitsa. Though 


all reports that the allies have tak^ 
en this town apparently are un- 
founded. 
It is 
along 
this 
low" 


stretch of the front that the Bui* 
garians are likely to receive tha 
first hard blows from their oppo- 
nents. 


From Uskup north to the Danube, 


the Bulgarian offensive 
has made 


such progress that it seems to be out 
of the question for the Serbians to> 
do much more than fight rear guard, 
actions for the present. With Pirot 
in their hands, the Bulgarians are 
menacing Nish more seriously than 
the Austro-German forces, based on 
the Save and Danube crossings. 


In northeastern Serbia, the Bul- 


garians, well across the Timok riv- 
er, are pressing forward vigorously" 
in order to widen the line of com- 
munications with Hungaria up th'a 
Danube valley. The much discussed 
Russian expedition which is report- 
ed to be on the way to the Bulgarian 
coast, now estimated 
at 
200,000 


men, has not been heard from again. 
There are recurrent reports, how- 
ever, of further bombardments of 
Bulgarian ports. 
This may mean 


that, 
in 
a 
manner paralleling 


conditions of a land attack further 
artillery preparation 
la necessary 


before the Russians attempt to gain 
a foothold on the coast. 


At the Dardanelles the British are 


showing renewed activity. They are 
hammering the Turks with artillery 
supported by such ships of the al- 
lied fleet as are not engaged against 
Bulgaria. The recapture of Tahure 
hill by the Germans sums for the 
present the known result of the sud- 
den spurt of heavy fighting in the 
Champagne. 
While the contenders 


on the western front have not re- 
newed the general offensive, it la 
likely that there will be frequent 
clashes over considerable stretches 
of the front, while the Balkan sit- 
uation is so acute as each desires to 
prevent the other from transferring 
troops to the near east.

Arizona's Anti-Mien Labor 


Law Is Unconstitutional, 


U. S. Supreme Court Says

Washington, Xov 1.—The Ari/.o- 


na anti-alien labor law was today de- 
clared unconstitutional by the 
su- 


preme court. 


The supreme court's decision af- 


firms the decision of a special cir- 
cuit court which also held the law 
unconstitutional. 
Much 
attention 


was attached to the 
case 
because 


several foreign governments had pro- 
tested against the law and because 
of its similarity to the land legisla- 
tion in California 
which restricts 


the ownership of real estate wy Jap- 
anese. 
While not exactly like the 


California situation, 
lawyers have 


looked forward to the Arizona decis- 
ion for what indications 
it 
might 


give of what view the highest court 
might take of the California law if 
it ever got into litigation. 


The Arizona law was enacted by 


the initiative vote of the people of 
Arizona and made it unlawful 
for 


any employer of more than five per- 
sons to employ less than 
SO per 


cent qualified electors or citizens of 
the United States. The case passed 
on by the court was one in which 
an Austrian waiter in Blrbee, Arli., 
sought to enjoin his employer and 
the state from enforcing the law aa 
to him. 
, . 
i 


Justice 'Hughes in announcing the 


court's decision said it had already 
been established that aliens in this 
country were entitled to the equil 
protection of laws. 


"And that means equal laws fo^ 


aliens and citizens," he added. 


Justice Hughes declared that the 


law was justly described in the title 
as an act to protect citizens against 
non-citizens. He added that that 
was in conflict with that personal 
guaranty of liberty accorded aliens 
by the constitution. 
The. law, h» 


said, would exclude alleys from Ari- 
zona as aliens could not live where 
they could not work, and the result 
would be that although the Catted 
States had the sower of admitting 
aliens to the country, the stat«« 
keep them out by such legislation a» 
the Arizona law. 
He Mid it WM no 


answer to say that wme «lleos could 
be employed, because if the state bait 
the power to fix the percentage to b« 
employed, it could regulate that per- 
centage without restriction. No just 
reason of public safety, h« said, ha4 
been advanced to justify the law.

In other words, under 
the 


constitution, it is given to 10 per cent of the people at 
each election to keep before the electors a constant issue 
upon an amendment which that to per cent is dt-termined 
to pass. 
This confers upon a comparatively small minor- 


ity of the electors the power to keep constantly bHore the 
people, from year to yoar, an issue which is rontniuously 
rejected. 
Tho danger of injustice in the operation of the 


initiative and referendum is in the possibility of rhanging 
the fundamental law by a rornparatively small minority. 
This is shown by experience in all the states where such 
initiative and referendum exist. 
The fundamental 
law 


which is to govern and protect the rights of individuals, 
and to prescribe the limitations for all the brandies of the 
government, and to prevent abuses of power, 
should 
be 


adopted by a majority of the electors. 
In our republican 


system, it is the majority of the electors which should con- 
trol.

An Issue Fairly and Square- 
ly Raised by the Voters of 


Ohio. 


'Equity" quotes the amendment as above and then 


says: 


"The sponsors of this proposition have filed their pe- 


tition with 175,861 signatures of voters, or 02,932 more than necessary. They say that the signa- 
tures were obtained in about two veeka and that many of the signers were in the rural counties 
as well as in the big centers like Cincinnati and Cleveland. Their argument for this limitation 
of the Initiative is that 'in response to the popular sentiment fora rest from the continued agita- 
tion by a minority of the voters on the same subject." They think it reasonable, after it has beea 
shown twice that a majority of the voters arc against the pro position, 'to exact from its supporters 
that an interval of six years from the last rejection shall elapse before the matter can be voted 
on again ' 
It is urged that movers of twice defeated amendments 'show a defiance of the popu- 


lar will by calling a vote again and agaia.' 


"Now 
that this issue is fairly and squarely raised by the voters of Ohio, it must be met by 


the friends of popular government everywhere. The position of EQUITY in regard to it was first 
definitely formulated in the January, 1914, number, in an article entitled 'The Progressive Party

Proposed Amendments to the Con- 


stitution.
